RESOLUTION NO. 1497

DECLARING THE INTENTION OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF
THE CITY OF LODI TO ANNEX CERTAIN LANDS IN THE
SOUTHWEST ONE-QUARTER OF SECTION 2, TOWNSHIP 3
NORTH, RANGE 6 EAST, M.D.B. & M; SETTING A DATE
FOR THE HEARING OF OBJECTIONS TO SUCH ANNEXATION
AND DESIGNATING THE TERRITORY PROPOSED TO BE
ANNEXED AS "CORINTH ADDITION",

WHEREAS, The owners of more thean one-fourth of the area
and representing in excess of one-~fourth of the assessed valuation
of the hereinafter described uninhabited territory in San Joaquin
County contiguous to this City have petitioned the City Council
of the City of Lodi, requesting that sald territory he annexed
to and made part of the City of Iodi, and,

WHEREAS, The City Planning Commission of this Clty, at its
meeting held December 5, 1949 did approve the annexation as pe-
titioned, finding that the design of the lots included thereln,
the construction of the bulldings thereon and publiec improvements
now existing are not infewior to those reculred by the laws, or-
dinances and regulations of this City, and,

WHEREAS, This City Council deems that it is to the best
interests of the City of Lodi that this territory be annexed,
part thereof being held for the bullding of additional school
facilities which should necessarily be afforded fire and pollce
protection end water and sanitary facilitlies. Other properties

therein belng adjacent to highly improved residential property



inside the Clty should be subject to City zonlng regulations in
order to provide for orderly development thereof in keeping with
its location. Service from the Clty for fire protection, sewage
diaposal and garbage collectlion together with services from the
Lodil water and electric systems wlill be essential to subdivisions
now developed and contemplated, therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED, That 1t is the intention of this City Council
of the City of Lodi, hereby expressed, to annex sald territory to
said City in accordance wiﬁh proceedings had and to be had conform-
ing to the provisions of the "Annexation of Uninhabited Territory
Act of 1939" as amended; designating sald territory f or the purposes
hereof as "CORINTH ADDITION", as an appropriate name therefor.
